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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 3 7 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 3 7 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 7/6/2004 has been entered. Claims 1-42 are pending in this application. Claims 1-15 
are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 16-17, 23-25, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Melker et al. (USPN 6,535,714 B2; hereinafter Melker). 

This holding, incorporated herein, is maintained from the prior action for the cited claims 
as amended. Response to the applicant's remarks are provided below and incorporated herein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), 
that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 
summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 
Claims 18-22, 28-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Melker 

et al. (USPN 6,535,714 B2; hereinafter Melker) in view of Edlund et al. (USPN 6,085,227; 
hereinafter Edlund). 

This holding, incorporated herein, is maintained from the prior action for the cited claims as 
amended. Response to the applicant's remarks are provided below and incorporated herein. 

Response to Amendment 

The Declaration filed on 7/6/2004 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but is ineffective to 
overcome the Melker et al. reference. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a conception of the invention prior to the 
effective date of the Melker et al. reference. While conception is the mental part of the inventive act, it 
must be capable of proof, such as by demonstrative evidence or by a complete disclosure to another. 
Conception is more than a vague idea of how to solve a problem. The requisite means themselves and 
their interaction must also be comprehended. See Mergenthaler v. Scudder, 1897 CD. 724, 81 O.G. 1417 
(D.C. Cir. 1897). The declaration is deficient in the showing of conception because it lacks evidence of 
providing a collaborative computing environment between a trainee and a remote trainer for a medical 
diagnostic imaging system; and interactively instructing the trainee. In addition, the evidence submitted 
in Exhibit A is insufficient to establish due diligence from prior to the effective date of the Melker et al. 
reference to a subsequent reduction to practice or to the filing of the application. 
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Conclusion

the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on the grounds 
and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier application. Accordingly, 
THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action in this case.
